WHY CLASSES 

THE time is at hand Avhen most of us have to show how much 
we have learned during the last few weeks, or perhaps 
the last few days. We say this, for the averajfc student has 
lately realised the fact that ho will have to put his knowledge 
upon paper and finds that he has assumed that knowledge was 
entirely in the ]ectureroom. On ruminating he has found that 
there are gaps which he has to fill in and which can ojily be 
done by his own digging into books. That is where his true 
knowledge comes from. 

We cannot blame the student for this state of affairs for in 
the college routine he has found that the greatest thing insisted 
upon is the .niicndancc at lectures and he assumes, and rightlj' 
so, that his greatest knowledge should come from that source. 
True there are some professors who examine solely upon their 
lecturéînotes, but we cannot agree that that is education. Only 
in the very exceptional cases is a man the absolute authority 
upon his subject, although many would not care to admit it. 

Education is unique in the fact that no student can achieve 
the maximum benefit of exposure to the process of getting an 
•education unless he approaches it in a critical attitude of mind. 
The lecture room does not breed this critical attitude of mind. 
Most of us have inbred in us the superstition that there is some 
mystical reason for the existence of classes, and that we ought 
to attend every meeting of the class, whether we arc getting 
ieverj-thing or nothing out of it. . .. 

' President Wilkins, in "The Changing College.'' gets down 
to the root of the matter in the following extract from his work: 

"The ultimate reason "why we have a lecture method is . 

* "because universities were founded before the invention of 
printing. The teaching profession, despite five centuries 
of printing, has not shaken off the mediaeval attitude; the 
teacher has not yet fully realised that many books on his 
subject, great books, book's written possibly by greater men 

^ than he. are readily accessible to his students. The presen- 
tation through lecture of .large blocks of material which are 
in substance readily available in print is inexcuseable. Fur- 
thermore, the lecture process as a means of conveying in- 
formation simply doesn't work with the typical undergrad- 
uate." 

This statement being true, and we concur with the author, 
then students should visit the library more frequently and the 
classroom less. Education is not contingent upon" attending so 
many classes, for there are many who are unable to bear the 
financial strain of attending a university but acquire knowledge 
in their particular branch of learning through home study. The 
intelligent student should be given more freedom to choose which 
-classes and lectures he will attend. He would be able to dis- 
criminate between those which would help him along his partic- 
ular path and those which would have no direct bearing. 

We arc not advocating the idea of extreme individualism, 
where each student throws all law and tradition to the winds 
and follows his own inclinations. But we are advising an in- 
telligent and independent consideration on the part of every 
student as to the real value of his various classes. If he sees 
sufficient value in a given class, let him attend it with doubled 
interest, for we all know how eagerly we look forward to at- 
tending some lectures ; but if he decides that the hours spent in 
the classroom are not yielding enough reward, let him continue 
to attend in respect of college rules, but let him ahso hope and 
work toward the time when the class method of education will 
be replaced by something better.

INTOLERANCE ha.s no place at McGill" is a saying that 
has cropped up in tseveral convei'sations lately. This is 
too obvious a remark to be of much value, and yet its truth is 
unquestioned. For one thing, McGill is a University and by that 
name implies that she receives men and women of all races, 
creeds and decent opinion. No institution can fairly claim the 
vtitlc of University when it limits its scope to students on one 
particular sect or class. 

If Mercy is twice blessed, Intolerance is .surely tloubiy 
cursed. Intolerance is contrary to ideas of British fairplay, as 
it takes into account only "ih; puinl of vie'.v; it di.slikcs arbitra- 
tion as a solution of difficultieji, preferring whole-hearted sur- 
render to its way of thinking; and it wound.s without giving the 
^victim, in many case.=, a chance to retaliate. 

But the intolerant mart is more to pitied than he who suf- 
ifers from him. The latter, bearing his burden with more or less 
patience, can congratulate himself upon his chance of avoiding 
the faults of the intolerant, chief of which are iniperiousness, 
superciliousne-ss, want of forbearance and charity, and a growth 
<îf dictatorial habit!-'. 

And intolerance has still another curse. The intolerant 
.man brands himself for all to see as the victim of the most ex- 
■ alted form of cKotism. He puts himself upon a pedestal from 
Wjnich he dares to direct his assiciate.s, while he condemns with 
.,^11 his strength thoiîe who ventui'c to dimm-ce with him.

True, they usually want lo know If 
the student is likely lo graduate, and 
they assume that at least an averape 
quality of académie work Is beinp 
done, Kiit nftor ;ii.-,t liiey merer to 
have a «juict man-to-man talk with 
him, to discover his attitude toward 
his stipcrlors. Ctis attltudei toward Ids 
work, how he pels on with his fol- 
lows — ^n other wonls, lo .issay bl? 
social and moral metal. The ensinoei'- 
in.ç eoiloB-e mu.«!, thererero. In order 
:o meet the actual demands of the 
-(^M which it is established to serve, 
li.ty preater and Rrcater attention to 
the other-than-scholastic qualities of 
its students. 

lîoconlly tho foUorfing oamo from 
one of tiie great professional centres 
ef Kncland: 

Tlie social c.'l^^city lhatxomes from 
mixing freely witli one's contemp- 
orarios in a university, and tbo broad 
culture it implies are aclually as 
useful In socurin.ç a job as tho Intel- 
lectual distinction indicated by the 
■'Cst of degrees. 

Furthermore, one is const.intly hear- 
ing of men and women obtainlns good 
po.iitions in the professions becau.se 
or tho person.il Impncssions tiiey 
make, rather 1h.Tn boeaus? of the 
.skill wbich lîiey niay have shown in 
their col fge c.^i.^minations. 

It i? for all colleges, then, to glv* 
more and marc consideration lo these 
facts. The ability to work with others, 
ably and harmoniously, is so import- 
ant today that Institutions of Ic.irning 
cannot offord to ignore it as an essen- 
tial purpose in education. 

The lower .sihooi* are not letting go 
of marking sysieras as fast certain 
ccinson-ative elements will permit, but 
they are putUng less stress upon the 
amount of knowledge etored away 
and are .undcriaking movements in 
character education far-reaching in 
th«lr scope. Commir.ccs and cum.niis- 
sions on character education are afoot 
in cit.v, stale and nation. Itegardlcss 
of the widely differing opinions as to 
iiow character should be trained, tho 
feeling has become quite . general in 
many lands that Intellectual training 
is not the only important training that 
school and col lego Ciavc to offer.

ABOLISH UNIVERSITIES? 

Gcorgo Hcrnard .Shaw, noted Eng- 
lish satlrIK and also famcU for his 
radical opinions concerning Ufo and 
tho notlvKlcs oC people, uKaln lins 
broUen Into print with a drasllo and 
iinpreeedentcd slaloment Involving 
Iho value ot higher edueallon. Uni- 
versity education an soon 1^' tho Eng- 
lish author U an evil and makes de- 
cent poveriimcnt and life for IJio 
people imiios.slblc. 

'There Is nothing ot which 1 ntn 
more deeply convinced than that uiil- 
verslly oduoalton la dcslroylnir civili- 
sation," Mr. Shaw said In n recent 
speech In Kup-land. 

There .-ire two d.-isses ot men who 
have good .social manners, according 
lo the Knglishmnn, .nnd they arc the 
university men and sailors. Ot Iho 
two classes, sailors havo tho ''beKt 
manners, be says, bçcauso "they havo 
escaped tho educational part ot busi- 
ness — ^but in their general social tone 
and very largely in their language, 
the two classes may pracllcall.v bo 
regarded as identical, 
j ."it is evident that a university 
jinan, by being at a university, sus- 
tains the very gravest damage to 
his Intellect. Ho comes out almost 
incapable of original thought. AVhen 
everything appears to be plain sail- 
ing you get up agalii.«t something 
very much worse than ignoranco in 
the University man's mind. 

"There is a great deal In . univer- 
sity teaching, largely on the techni- 
cal side which really c.mnot bo seri- 
ously falsified. There is a great deal 
dene with the l)cst will In tho world 
to form the (!haraclcrs o£ people In 
universities. That is disastrous be- 
cause our universities generally try 
to produce an unsocial typo ot char- 
acter.'' 

The noted author made hl.s • state- 
ments against the t.vpo of universities 
fptjnd la England but It might well 
be regarded as a direct criticism 
against the universities ot America 
or even tho entire world. As a remedy 
tor tho Improvement of tho alleged 
evils of universities, he suggests that 
tducailon be decentralized. Ills flrsl 
move would bo to razo llio university 
buildings to the ground, or if that is 
too much bother, use them as a.sy- 
lutns for the mental defective.
